“Upon the whole, I augur great things from Irving. Circumstances 
have directed all the current of his power into the, channel of preaching 
. .. he is fairly in the ring too; his opponents are but pigmies—and 
Irving like the old Mendoza. . 

“Have you heard of Edward Irving, a member of a wonthier class? 
. .. He has just received another call. ‘They want him in New York, 
to take charge of the late Dr. Mason’s Congregation, the first Presby- 
terian establishment in America with a salary of £1,000...”

Formerly in the Duchess of Portland’s Museum, from whence 
it passed through the Duke of Sussex’s Library (lot 1441) to 
William Pickering, who sold it to the grandfather of the 
present owner. In Anderson’s “ Annals of the British Bible,” 
vol. ii, p. 346 occurs the following: “Certainly the Geneva 
Verson in folio of this very year 1577 had been presented to 
her [Queen Elizabeth] and as certainly the covers were 
embroidered by Her Majesty’s own hand. This identical book 
was formerly in the Duchess of Portland’s Museum and it is 
now in the Sussex Library.” 

The volume is also described in Strutt’s Antiquities, vol. II, 
p. 89. . 

The design, material and workmanship of this binding are 
very similar to those of the binding of a copy of “* Orationis 
Dominicae Explicatio,” Geneva, 1583 in the British Museum 
(plate XXV in W. Y. Fletcher’s “ English Bindings in the 
British Museum).” This volume, too, has always been said to 
have belonged to Queen Elizabeth. 

All English embroidered bindings of the Tudor period are 
very rare and specimens associated with royalty are almost 
unknown outside the national collections.
